Farmers and Factories. 


A correspondent of The Manufac- 


turers' Record shows strikingly how fac- 
t-Orics «2u j-ruItiSi iuc jujutuaiiy luttt'uu- 
pencleni and helpful to one another. Six- 
teen yeurs ago two cotton factories were 
started ia South Carolina, the Piedmont 
and Pelzer factories, in the counties of 
Anderson an'd Greenville. The faetoiies 
have prospered from the beginning, and 
now together operata 173,000 spindles. 
Tho Pelzcr factory stock has been sold 
for as much a« S12.1 a phare. 


When the factories vcero built, the 


farm lands in their vicinity wore worth 
no more ihan $5 to-$lO an acre. One old 
farmer was> trying iu vain to pell his 
land at 14.30 an aero FO thai ho conld 
ruigrato to bomo spot where tho ground 
was coc worn or.t. He could not sail it. 
When the Piedmont factory was started, 
tho farmer began to cot wood for tho em- 
ployees' iiotiscf. anct to raise turnips, po- 
tafoebandcabbagofor thorn to eat. Thoy 
had to eat. It did not take great finan- 
cial acumen to discover that. His wood 
and food were bought for cash at paying 
puces. Then drop by drop sumo grit be- 
gan to be instilled into him. With some 
of tho money lie put a now roof upon liia 
eld loaky hnu.se. He cntr down tho brier 
bn&hr.s aud mullein stalks and planted 
more vegetables,

Xew York's L.l<juor Law. 


The sOfaHwi Kainro liquor law which 


i h:is jUft goce iiiso c'."»oct iu tJiy Hale of 


y<i\v York is mcdeied oa ouc* which for 
tbo past ten years lias governed tlie liq- 
aor traffic ic Ohio. It is varied, Ixnv- 
•ever, to suit tbe ideas cf Now York leg- 
islators. 


The Raines law requires licenses to 


be taken oat for Milling Hqnor. Iu cost 
the licenses range from $SOO to §75 a 
year. 
Eight hundred is the amount 


i charged for a license, of tho fir=t class in 
New York city. All local eit-ise boards 
are abolished, aud the whole power of 
licensing and collecting is placed iu the 
hands of state oflieers. Ii is believed 
that this will go f Jr to take the >aloon 
out of politics. Whilo county treasurers 
will collect tho liee:i*e «?jd charge a 
small feo therefor U:o enforcement of 
the law is placed iu tho hands of stato 
officers called inspectors, who have au- 
thority to enter a saloon any time of 
night or day. A special attorney is pro- 
vided in cases of violation of the law. 


The advocates of the law believe it 


will add largely to the revenues of both 
state and county, and that it will do 
away with the worst evils of tho liquor 
traffic, particularly in the way of de- 
stroying tbe low drinking dens wheie 
poor men waste their wages and thieves 
aad desperadces hatch crime. 


The main provisions of tbe Jaw are as 


follows: 


Creation of excise commissioner at salarv of 


K,<*«, deputy at «.«», three special inspector* 
at 14,000. J3,000an<l J2.000; 60 inspectors at large 
at tl.'^O1) and *»xp«»ns<"* for rOl. 


A bureau at Albany with clerical help. 
Give* oae-third ot the net revenues collected 


to the sttttc and two-thirds to the eountira. 


Allows county treasurers, except in counties 


containing; cities of the firj.t class, foes rang- 
ing from 1 per cent to 3 per cent, the latter ja 
sountry districts. 


Prohibits all night !ioi>nsp<! nnd the sale of j 


liquor oil Sunday oiccps in hotels with meals 
or in rooms occupied by guebts. This prohibi- 
tion extends to clubs, \vhuro l;i[uor a^ny bo 
sold only at meals.

In the forms of 
wool \vaste, ground leather and similar 
materials nitrogen becomes availabie 
with extreme slowness.

How Ostriches Aro Plucked. 


In South Africa it was originally the 


custom of the keeper to coax the osfrich 
to come toward him by throwing to it 
some corn, and then when the bird had 
its head down the keeper would catch it 
by the neck. At the same moment sev- 
eral men would take hold firmly of ita 
legs and compel it to sqoat down. Then 
its tail and "vring feathers wo^ld be 
plucked. 


Another practice was to give the os 


trich some dainties, and while it was 
engaged in eating them the keeper with 
a sharp knife would cut the feathers 
close to the skin. Subsequently in Al- 
giers a bos was devised with movable 
sides, into which the ostrich was driven 
and the" leathers then extracted. 


The directions given were that the 


feathers most be caught as near the skin 
as possible and pressed gently as if to 
stick them farther into the flesh, then 
twisted halt' way round. This move- 
ment dislodges the feather from its socket 
easily and without wounding the os- 
trich. A certain dngree of dexterity is 
required for this operation, which can, 
however, be rapidly performed after a 
little practice.

If cowpeas, alfalfa, Kaf- 
fir corn and roots can be grown to a lim- 
ited extent, no doubt they will provb 
money makers, provided they can ha fed 
to stock and go to make butter, beef, 
pork or mutton.

ing them better care and culture, and 
by increasing the quality throngh selec- 
tion, the yield through more scientific 
methods, be will find them.asheierofoie, 
his best financial friends. A change to 
any one crop ibo value of which is not 
Widely understood is as sure to result in 
disaster as did tho ill advised abnormal 
increase in the potato acreage dnriug 
Ib95.

In fact, is it not possible that 
ibis vriH yet conie to bo :t common and 
favorite method of gcituug n stand of 
grass ou the average- soil of the prairie? 
At any rate. I will not hesitate to rec- 
ommend fanners to try this mode of ob- 
taining a stand of grass, however ridic- 
ulous it may appear to a farmer in the 
(•asr." Here follow three letters from 
Minnesota farmers who have gained suc- 
cessful results by this method. Tho writ- 
pr already quoted says: 


"I was ia no way surprised at these 


result?. In fact, I expected them after 
having gained some knowledge of prairie 
Boils.: There are good reasons for ts- 
pecting such results. When grass Ftpd 
fails on the prairie, it is not through 
any natural poverty of land, but because 
of lack of moisture. The Feed invaria- 
bly starts, but later in the season it of tun 
dies. If the land on which it has bfsu 
sown has been spring plowed und a tiry 
season follows, there is a rapid escape 
of moisture through evaporation. That 
is one reason why fall plowed land in 
the west is much bettor qualified fo; a 
catch of grass seeds oa prairie soils than 
spring plowed Isiiid. Again, when i\ 
nurse crop matures where grass serds 
have beeu sown, it robs these of mois- 
ture: hence as soon as the uurse crop is 
cut and they are exposed to the glare of 
the hot sun they die, Now, wheu u nu>-se 
crop is sown thinly und grasses are sovn 
at rhe same time, and live stock are 
turned on to graze wheu a good -vigorous 
start has beeu made, the treading of the 
soil IRSSPDS evaporation $nd so increases 
the uiois-tnro of the soil. The growth is 
oaten off; hence the drain oa moisture is 
lessened. 
The sunlight is let in, and 


this tends to increase the vigor of the 
plants. Of coarse we can well imagine 
that there should be some discretion 
used as to the asteuc and continuity of 
the pasturing. 


"It may seem hazardous thus to pro- 


claim this new method of sowing grass 
seeds in the west, but I do desire to call 
the attention of farmers to ic in the hope 
that they may try it 
If ii; should turu 


out thac it is found worthy of pretty 
general adoption, it would meau a groat 
deal. It would mean that pasture could 
be provided on short notice when want- 
ed. 
It. would meau that weeds would 


share the fate of the nurse crop—they 
would be eaten down. And it would 
meau that in getting a stand of grass 
there would be no loss of a crop in try- 
ing to secure it.''

Alfalfa and Tret*. 


Alfalfa is winning its way in mnuy 


localities to •which it was not formerly 
regarded as adapted. It will undoubtad- 
ly prove a great boon to pretty much all 
the country west of the Missouri riter, 
and still farther west it is already the 
chief reliance, without which live stock 
growing under any other than purely 
range conditions -would be well nigh 
impossible. 
East of the river it is also 


gaining ground, and localities in which 
it is report oil to be -proving successful 
are every year increasing as experience 
with it increases. 


The experience contains some warn- 


ings, too, that should bo heeded, accord- 
ing to the Iowa Homestead, which tells, 
for example, that in those portions of 
Kansas and Nebraska where alfalfa has 
been successful for a considerable time 
it has occurred to n great many to see/t 
orchards with it. 
This proved to ba a 


very serious mistake, for in only ordina- 
rily dry weather the alfalfa robbed the 
trees of the moisture they needed, and 
the would be fruit grower found him- 
self •without an orchard, hot with a very 
good alfalfa field. The alfalfa is a dorp 
rooted plant, going down into tho soil a 
long distance for its water snpply and 
requiring a good deal of it. 
Wheu it 


and the trees contest for a snpply that 
is only sufficient for one form of plant 
life or the other, the alfalfa is always 
the winner and the trees go to tho wall. 
It may be set down as a fact, reasonably 
™cll established, that alfalfa is unsnited 
for seeding an orchard except in locali- 
ties where there is no question about tho 
sufficiency of moisture. 


SiilMoil Only In tho Fall. 


The benefits of snbsoilinf; arc now he- 


ing recognized by farmers generally, but 
the point is not sufficiently emphasized 
that it ia best to subsoil only iu the early 
fall. Says the American Agriculturist: 
"To attempt tho \vorK this spring will in 
most cases result unsatisfactorily. Of 
course it depends somewhat upou the 
soil, but experience to date decidedly fa- 
vors fall subhoiliug.''
